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CpiSTM^S ON THE CHESTATEE. 

An Incident to bo Remem- 
bered. 

It is renown to many of our peo- 
ple that Capt. James M. Ashley, 
of Toledo, O., is constructing a 
Dredge Boat on the Chestatee riv- 
er, two- miles and a half from 

Dahlouega. If this mining boat 
is a success, he may build others. 
He has selected a fine situation on 
the river, both for work and pleas- 
ure. It is a romantic place. Mr. 
William Gfilmor© Sims, the nove- 
list, a-bwut seventy years ago visi- 
ted the place, and there wrote, in 
part, his celebrated work of fic- 
tion "Guy Rivers," and called the 
place Chestatee, which is a Cher- 
okee Indian word, said to signify 
"a Rabbit," for here the river 

\goes hopping, jumping and play- 
ing along, while the smaller 
stream, Yaftoola, another Indian 
word, which signifies "a drnm," 
comes thumping along, and join- 
ing themselves together in sight 
of Capt. Ashley's home, (for he is 
living between these two rivers,) 
they go on singing and dancing to 
the Gulf of Mexico. A number of 
working men are employed, al- 
ready, and there will be more af- 
ter awhile. These people, or the 
most of them, live near by, and 
the Captain observed that 
there were fifty little children or 
more, already on the grounds, and 
others- within hailing distance'. So 
he determined that these children 
BhouiTd have a Christmas tree all 
to themselves. But a lone bache- 
lor, like Capt. Ashley could not do 
all this work by himself, and he 
therefbrejlaid his scheme before a 
little neice of his who lives in the 
city of New York. She is eight 
yean; of age, and descends from a 



who came to America, more than 
two centuries ago, are, to some 
extent responsible for our customs 
and manners. When Lord Ashley- 
Cooper became one of the grantees 
of the Colony of South Carolina, 
in the 17th century, and those 
with him, they made their indel- 
lible impress upon the people of 
this South-land of ours.

To these great 
rivers, the names of Ashley and 
Cooper were given. Lord Ashley- 
Cooper (or Shaftsbury) directed 
Constitution to lie prepared 1: 
John Locke to govern those who 
had sought repose and safety in 
the land of the Palmetto. As a 
young law student I was advised 
to study this document with many 
English statutes, and there, in 
sight of the Cooper and Ashley 
rivers was given my license 'to 
practice law and make a living. 
Afterwards, I found no place- so 
pleasant to spend a few of my first 
married days than in the city 
made great by the toil and wealth 
of the defendants of the people 
who first settled between those 
"two great rivers." So long as 
Charleston stands, will the names 
of Ashley and Cooper be revered 
in the old commonwealth of South

I officers is a much more satisfacto- 
ry one than the former, one-half 
rmen going out at the end 
year, and the mayor hold- 
ing his office for two years instead 
of one. In this way, there will al- 
ways be a portion of the old and 
experienced members in the coun- 
cil, whose knowledge and judg- 
ment is worth much in the man- 
agement of affairs; especially is 
this true as to finances, schools, 
taxation and the improvement of 
the streets and bridges. 

AS TO SALARIES. 

Let it be remembered that there 
is only one officer receiving a 
salary— the City Marshal. The 
public thus see that the members 
of council must do a great deal of 
work without any other reward 
thm the consciousness of doing 
a public duty well. The mayor- 
receives nothing by way of salary. 
His casts for the trial of offenders 
is very meager — often not exact- 
ed. The clerk gets only what is 
allowed for actual time employed. 
The treasurer is paid a small com- 
mission. This course will likely 
be pursued until the increase of 
population and wealth will justify 
the payment of salaries. 

FINANCE. 

A glance at the financial state- 
ments of the treasurer will enable 
the tax payers of the city to see 
where the money has been expend- 
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failed to meet all the require- 
ments, and so our people petition- 
ed the legislature to authorize the 
issue of $2,500 worth of school 
bonds, with which to erect a suit- 
able building, and start the enter- 
prise. The citizens ratified the 
law, and voied for a tax to pay 
the bonds and interest, and some- 
thing additional for pay of teach- 
ers. The interest has been prompt- 
ly met, and two of the bonds 
($100 each) have been paid off, 
and with the coupons attached to 
them, burned up in the presence 
of the city council. The annual 
payment of one of the bonds, and 
interest on all the rest of the 
bonds, occurs on 1st of July of 
h year, when there is little or 
money in the treasury, as the 
son for paying the taxes has 
not yet arrived. No inconveni- 
ence has resulted, so far, as suffi- 
cient funds have been borrowed, 
without paying any interest, until 
amount was paid in from tax- 
In future, a system may be 
devised whereby money will be on 
hand by first of July of each year, 
for this purpose. 

I cannot close this branch of 
my report without paying a well- 
deserved tribute to Prof. J. M. 
Martin, Principal of the Graded 
School and his assistants, to-wit: 
Miss Belle Marion Tharin, Miss 
Kate Favors and Miss Susie Mar- I 
tin. These teachers have wrought j 
a great work in the moral and in- ' 
tellectual condition of our young 
people which is apparent to all. 
They have been taught to respect 
their superiors, the aged in the 
community, and especially a due 
regard for law and order. They 
have been made to know, so far as 
possible, the relation they owe to 
their parents, teachers, and to the 
city and to the state. We now 
have a system of Graded Schools 
of which any city might be proud. 
The number of pupils, of all 
grades, has numbered about 200. 
• The City Board of Education 
have likewise hacl under its con- 
trol and management a school for 
colored children. The number of 
pupils of this school has been [20. 
The Board has continued the ser- 
vices of Miss Maria 'Haywood, 
a competent colored teacher, who 
has managed her school satisfac- 
torily to the Board. Her pupils 
arc well behaved. The ownership 
of the school building is not well 
understood, It was built in 1870 
by th© Freed man's Bureau, the 
land having been conveyed for 
that purpose to the American Bap- 
tist Mission Society. This diffi- 
culty may hereafter be overcome 
and the title pass to the city. 

AN EPIDEMIC OF DISEASE. 

The sudden increase of popula- 
tion in the beginning of the year 
1900, brought upon us new condi- 
tions and responsibilities. Hous- 
es could not be had for money, to 
shelter the working people who 
crowded into the city and su- 
burbs. As one of the results of 
over-crowding, various types, of 
sickness 1 appeared among the peo- , 
pie, which bid fair, at one time,' 
to destroy, in a measure, the an- 1 
cient reputation of Dahlonega as 
the most healthy place in all the 
country. This sickness caused 
many mpn to bo "laid off" from : 
work, and taxed the charity of 
our people k» the utmost. The 
city had no hospital — It had no 
charity funds raised by taxation, 
all the pauper fund of the entire ! 
county being in the county treas- j 
ury and the ordinary confined to j 
very narrow limits by law for its! 
disbursement. No typhoid cases,, ' 
or any person afflicted with a con- 1 
tageous disease cculd be sent to I 
the County Home. This being so i 
the City Marshal was ordered to ! 
do the very best lie could with the 



aid of benevolent people, even if 
it caused a deficiency in our treas- 
ury. The outlay for this purpose 
was not very large, and the sum 
thus paid out by the city authori- 
ties has, by order of the grand ju- 
ry, been paid back to the city. 
When a case recovered sufficiently 
to be sent to the county farm, new- 
clothing was given by the citizens 
and the old garments burned up. At 
the same time our people were ap- 
prehensive that in addition to oth- 
er types of sickness, we were to 
have an epidemic of scarlet fever, 
which was scourging our neighbors 
in ad jacent counties. Quaran- 
tine regulations were resorted to, 
which wrought some inconveni- 
ence to country people, as well as 
our own citizens, but we were 
spared this scourge, and our 
schools were not closed for a sin- 
gle day. One case only of scarlet 
fever Was reported within the cor- 
porate limits, but oven this • case 
did not prove to be a dangerous 
case of scarlet fev>r, but, never- 
theless, all precautions were tak- 
en — the child recovered, and no 
other cases resulted. 

All praise is due to the physi- 
cians of the city for their untir- 
ing labors during these trying 
times. Every thing known to 
them was resorted to in order 
to check disease and stamp it out,. 
Very few deaths occurred — possi- 
bly not more than takes place in 
an ordinary season. The Sanita- 
ry Committee of the city council 
watched and worked daily and 
nightly. Proper ordinances were 
adopted, and drastic measures re- 
sorted to, to rid the city of every 
cause of disease known or suspect- 
ed. Hog and slaughter pens were 
almost obliterated. Water clos- 
ets on or near natural drains were 
entirely removed. The sanitary 
wagon was moving from early 
dawn until night. Filth of ev- 
ery character was taken beyond 
the city limits — over a "high 
mountain" to "Gehenna," and 
there dumped. This has cost the 
citizens a little money, covered, 
however, by a special monthly tax, 
being little if any more than each 
citizen would expend if his prem- 
ises were cleaned by contract. 

HOG ORDINANCE. 

The hog-ordinance was possibly 
the most difficult of all to en- 
force. There is woundrous sym- 
pathy between the pig and its 
owner, and makes it appear severe 
to separate the two by long dis- 
tance. The reason for enforce- 
ment of such radical ordinances, 
was to show to the people that the 
constituted authorities were doing 
all that could be done to prevent 
the spread of infectious diseases. 

A THEORY. 

In closing this part of my report 
I wish to volunteer a statement of 
my own opinion and judgement 
concerning the sickness of the past 
summer. It is my belief that there 
was no local cause for the numer- 
ous cases of typhoid fever, more 
than prevailed in every other com-, 
munity and all along; the south 
side of the Blue Ridge extending 
to the wire-grass region of the 
state. -According to population, 
as many casses of sickness occurred 
last summer and fall in the coun- 
try districts as in the city. Per- 
haps more individuals died in the 
country iu proportion to popula- 
tion, than died in the city. The 
lack of proper nursing and treat- 
ment may haye caused the death of 
several persons in the country. 
There may have been some few 
causes accelerating disease, as for 
instance the failure to allow water, 
as usual, to flow in the canal, caus- 
ing a few stagnant pools. We 
have to look outside of this for the 
real causes. If the old canal added 
anything to the sickness in the 
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ty, that cause is now entirely j 

eradicated as the canal is no longer j 

used and is almost entirely filled up. j 

My opinion, based upon 

bservations made by me for the , 
past thirty- five years, is as follows: 1 
If there shou'd happen in October j 
or November of any year, a stiff j 
d to reach us from the Gulf of ; 
Mexico, or the (irst cold spell of j 
wintry weather should come to us \ 
from that region, an epidemic of i 
typhoid and malaria is sure to jire^ .

>ason. A cold dry wind 

imo to North Georgia in Novem- 
ber 1809 and it continued for 48 
hours. It left in its track myriads 
of germs, microbes, as well as 
musquitoes, of breeds hitherto un- 
known in this section. These 
ns of sickness and disease 
were deposited along our riycrs 
and creeks, as well as in the coves \ 
of the mountains. We have no j 
laria in this locality, and yet j 
there were many cases of malarial ; 
fever treated by our physicians. ; 
If cold weather should reach us . 
first from the regions north of us, ' 
then there is little or no sickness j 
in this community, in the succeed- j 
ing summer. ; 

But our ..city council left no ] 
means unturned to aid our physi- ( 
cians in stamping out the deseascs 
which afflicted many people in our 

idst last summer and fall. I be-, 
licye I am justified in saying that 
Dahlonega is to day the healthiest 
city of its size in the United States. 
If my theory of the cause of sick- 
ness coming occasionally from 
the Gulf of Mexico be correct, I 
know of no way to prevent its 
recurrence once in a while. But 
our physicians have treated the 
deseaso most skillfully, while our 
univalied climate has done much to 
drive it away, not only from the 
human system but from the couns 
try at targe. 

A CHARITY FUND 

I hope that a way will be provi- 
ded whereby the city can enjoy its 
portion of the taxes paid to 
pauper purposes. We should have 
a hospital of proper size for the ! 
reception and treatment of the sick 
who have no friends to care for 
them. We might possibly take 
care of our own, but we are forced 
to have the care of many who 
come seeking labor in our mines 
and mills who are not well provis 
ded for, and any sickness often 
throws an entire family on the 
charity of our people. 

OUR CEMETERY. 

The city needs more land for a 
cemetery. If land adjacent to 
present cemetery cannot be bought 
then we may have to go elsewhere, 



to some point within ii mile or two 
of the city, and procure not less 
than 40 acres, which should first 
be well laid off in sections, drives 
and streets. The old cemetery 
every now a then, receives a little 
work from the street hands. The 
whole of the old cemetery should 
be enclosed with a substantial iron 
fence. I recommend to those 
who own lots in present cemetery 
to haye the same beautified in the 
early spring. 

STREETS AND CULVERTS 

It must be apparent to every 
citizen th at an unusual amount of 
substantial work has been done on 
the streets and culverts. Park 
street has baon extended on the 
south side of the city. Thjs was 
made necessary by the completion 
of six or more beautiful houses on 
that street. Prof. Walter S. Wilson

ELECTKIC LIGHTS. 

A few electric lights are to be 
cen on our streets, But few elec- 
tric lamps are lighted at night, for 
the reason that the Consolidated 
Company cannot spare clictricity 
for that purpose from their Power 
Plant. Doubtless this deficiency 
will soon be overcome and a con- 
tract made for lighting up the 
town from the college to Crane's 
Hill. So far, the lights have not 
cost the council anything. The 
lamps now in use arc paid by 
zens who get the advantage of 
the same. The city still furnishes 
a number of kerosene lamps. 
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lence, is not surpassed by any oth' 
er place of its size in the Union! 

CITY ATTORNEY. 

, The city has had no litigation in 
the courts. A lawyer has general- 
ly been elected a member of the 
council, who has helped to keep 
the corporation out of the courts— 
consequently there has been iittle 
paid out for fees. We are admon- 
ished, however, that if the city as- 
serts her ancient rights to the 
streets, alleys and lanes that were 
once dedicated to the public, it 
will become necessary to have the 
assistance of an attorney to recoy^ 
cr pieces of real estate which prob- 
ably belongs to the city, but which 
hayc been enclosed by residents. 
We have receiyed notice from one 
more citizens, who have enclos- 
ures of this sort, that they will not 
surrender what they have under 
fence without a legal contest. If 
the growth of the city requires 
these streets, it will then be 
time enough to cm ploy legal coun 
sel for that purpose. 

WATER SUPPLIES. 

In the oyent of a serious fire in 
the central part of the city, all the 
property, including the court 
house, with its valuable records, 
would bo at the mercy of the 
ilames. Buckets of water from 
closesby neighbors haye, hereto 
fore, been our only reliance 
to subdue the several tires 
that started, but were fortu- 
nately subdued by the quick 
arrival of a few buckets of 
water. We ought to provide for a 
volunteer fire company. Fifty
